REPORT OF THE 


School Board. 


‘To the citizens of Effingham.: The School Board here- 
with submit their first annual report for the school year ending 
March Ist. 1887. 

Your Board of Education, teachers, and scholars have all 
labored under unusual disadvantages during the past year. 

The meagre sum placed at our disposal amounting to but five 
hundred and thirty dollars and fifty cents was hardly more

than sufficient to maintain two diferent schools. The majority | 


of the people were bitterly opposed to the new school law. 
There were various local influences also which were preju- 


oF ow 


dicial to the highest interests of some of our schools. No mat-. 


ter how earnestly the Board endeavored to allay public appre- 
hension in regard to working of the new law-— their efforts were 
too frequently met with distrust. No matter how faithfully 
the teachers labored in the school-room they felt the results of 
evil outside influences. In former years the town of Effingham 
has been very liberal in its appropriations for school purposes : 


sometimes raising an amount extra to that required by law; of

seven hundred dollars! more than doubling the requirements / 
by law. 


LORD'S HILL SCHOOL. 


First term taught by Josiah Dearborn. Length of term, 
8 weeks; No. of scholars, 27. Average daily attendance, 26. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $20.00 
This was the teachers first attempt, and a marked improve- 
ment was noted in both teacher and scholars at the close of the 
term. 


Second term under same teacher. Length of term, 4 weeks. 
No. of scholars, 29. Average daily attendance, 27. Wages 
of teacher per month, including board, $28.00. 

The work of the year was satisfactory on the part of both 
teacher and scholars. 


SOUTH EFFINGHAM SCHOOL. 


Mattie Mitchell, ‘Teacher. Only one term for the year. 
Length of term, 8 weeks. Whole No of scholars, 15. Aver- 
erage daily attendance, 7, 7. Wages of teacher per month, in- 
cluding board, $22.00. 

The teacher of this school labored under very discouraging 
circumstances on account of outside influences ; and we think if 
parents desire their children to get the most benefit from their 
school priveledges, it would be much better for them, to give 
them home instruction, as to the importance of faithfulness in 
study, and obedience to teachers. In a diferent district the 
teacher would have met with better success. | 


DAVIS SCHOOL. 


Kirst term taught by Elva N. Staples. Length of term, 8

weeks. No. of scholars, 4! Average daily attendance. df 


Wages per month, including board, $24.00. 
Second term taught by Elva N. Staples. Length of term. 
4 weeks. Whole No. of scholars.2 Average daily attendance 29 — 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $24.00. 
Both terms of this school being under the supervision of 
Miss Staples, an accomplished and experienced teacher, we 
looked for good results and were not disappointed.

. KEFFINGHAM FALLS SCHOOL. 


First term taught by Abbie S. Lougee. Length of term, 
f 8 weeks. No. of scholars, 32. Average daily attendance, 20. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $24.00. 

Miss Lougee is a teacher of experience and ability, but as 
the worm at the root destroys the most beautiful rose, so prej- 
udice in a neighborhood will destroy the life and energy of the 
school-room, thus has it proved to a certain extent in this case 

Second term taught by Miss Elva N. Staples. Longth of 
term, 4 weeks. Average daily attendance,— Wages of teach- 
er per month, including board, $32.00. 

The teacher as usual gave good satisfaction. 


CLOUGH SCHOOL. 


Ada k. Whiting, Teacher. Only one term for the year. 
Length of term, 7 3-5 weeks. No. of scholars, 7. Average 
daily attendance, 6. Wages per month, including board, $21.50 

The improvement in this school far exceeded our most san- 
guine expectations. Miss Whiting having shown herself mis- 
tress of the situation and at our last visit the neatness and or- 
der that reigned in the school-room— was worthy of remark. 


CENTRE EFFINGHAM SCHOOL. 


First term taught by Martha O. Hobbs. Length of term. 
8 weeks. No. of scholars, 32. Average daily attendance, 30,2 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $24.00. 

Miss Hobbs is an experienced teacher, and succeeded bet- 


ter than was anticipated, «as there was much dissatisfaction 
among many in regard to her appointment to the charge of this 
school. Second term taught by Abbie S, Lougee. Length of 
term, 4 weeks. No. of scholars, 33. Average daily att 
dance, 31. Wages of teacher per month, including board, #: 

The discipline was excellent, the appearance of the sch 
was very satisfactory, and the scholars made good progress 
their studies. It is to-be regretted that the term was of nee 
sity so short. | 


CHAMPION SCHOOL. 

Two terms. First term taugnt by Lulu M. Wentworth. 
Length of term, 8 weeks. No. of scholars, 14. Average dai- 
ly attendance, 18. Wages of teacher per month, including 
board, $20.00. Second term, Alice L. Sanborn, Teacher. ; 
Length of term, 5 weeks. No. of scholars, 15. Average dai- 
ly attendance, 13. Wages of teacher per month, including, 
board, $22.00. This was Miss Wentworth’s second attempt at 
teaching. She proved herself interested in the welfare of her 
pupils, who heretofore have bee in the habit of going over more 
ground in thier studies than was profitable ; and thojroughness 
this term was made more prominent than previously. 

The second term under Miss Alice L. Sanborn, was con- 
ducted with a view to correct the same fault, and the school 
made better advancement in knowledge of the branches per- 
sued than usual. This was Miss Sanborn’s first attempt. 


In conclusion : your School Board would respectfully sub- 
init that whatever may be any persons opinion’in regard to the 
new law, we ought not to allow our prejudices to lead us away 
from the paths we have trod in former years, which have led us 
to noble results. Pupils educated in our schools, haye reflected 
greatest credit upon the educational facilities they have receiy- 
ed in good old Effingham, and our schools in former vears have 
had a wide spread fame, and have sent out men and women 
who have made their mark in the world. Let us not wilfully 
and maliciously turn our backs upon the noble record of the 
past by being parsimonious in regard to raising money.
